mon fkicken mite” 
or “red chicken 
mite. 
Tiere are other species of 
mites which attack poultry, but they 
do much less damage. 
This blood­ 
thirsty pelt causes great loss to the 
poultry industry of the 
country . by 
killing adult fowls and chicks and cut­ 
ting down egg production. It not only 
attacks poultry but horses and even 
man as well. 
liens which are attacked by mites 
cease laying, become poor in flesh, 
dumpish, aad listless in action. 
The 
head and comb become pale and the 
bird presents a sickly 
appearance. 
These symptoms are caused by the 
irritation aud loss of blood due to 
nightly 
visits of hordes of these 
hungry 
parasites. 
It seems hardly 
believable that fowls could be killed 
by such small pests, but. they are so 
many in numbers 
that their 
total 
capacity for blood is enormous. Their 
ravages are most pernicious on sitting 
hens, as here they may have access 
to their host at all times, causing a 
rapid loss of blood. Attacks upon sit­ 
ting hens often result in Ute hen 
leaving lier nest or in her death, spoil­ 
ing the hatch in either case. Even if 
tho lien does withstand the ravages of 
the mite, the newly-hatched chick* are 
attacked as soon as they emerge from J 
the shell and are often kilted in a j 
short time. 
! 
Tbe best remedies 'for mites are ! 
cleanliness, sunlight 
and 
spraying 
with disinfectant solutions. The poul­ 
try house and fittings should be .so 
built as to be easily 
cleaned. 
f The 
walls should be smooth and as free 
from cracks as possible. 
Nests, roots 
and dropping boards should be easily 
removable to allow spraying of their 
entire surface and the walls beneath 
them. 
There are several preparations 
for the eradication of mites of which 
two good ones are here given: 
Shave or chop one 10-cent cake of 
laundry soap into one pint of soft wa­ 
ter. 
Heat or allow to stand until a 
soap paste is formed. 
Stir in one , 
pound of commercial cresol and heat 
or aHuw to stand until soap paste Is 
dissolved. Stir in one gallon of kero­ 
sene. For use, dilute with fifty parts 
of water, which will make a milky 
colored solution. 
Commercial cresol is a coal tar by­ 
product and may be obtained from 
the druggist at about thirty cxnts per 
pound. 
Care should be taken not to 
get any of it upon the hands or face 
as it will cause Intense smarting. 
Shave or chop one-half pound of 
hard soap, add to a gallon of soft wa­ 
ter, place on a fire and bring to a boil 
to dissolve the soap. 
Remove from 
the fire and stir in while hot two gal­ 
lons of kerosene. This makes a thick, 
creamy emulsion which may be kept 
bo kept as a stock solution. 
For 
use dilute with ten parts of soft wa­ 
ter. It is better to apply it hot if pos­ 
sible. 
Extreme care should be taken that 
these mixtures do not come in con­ 
tact with eggs that, are 
sold 
for 
table purposes.

New “York. Api i 12.—A 
man 
was 


killed while tangoing in a West Side 


family hotel last week. Oddly enough 


the dance at which he met his death 


was given by his doctor. 
He did not 


live at the hotel, but was brought 


there by bis wife to attend the tango 


party. 
Every hotel lins flies** parties 
now. 
Some have them once a week 
and some every night. 
At the big­ 
ger hotels the dancing goes on after­ 
noon and evening. 
At this quiet fam­ 
ily hotel is a series of Friday night 
dances organized by the resident doc­ 
tor. 
He in v ite this patient, who was 
about fifty years old. 
He did not 
feel well enough to come, but his 
wife wanted to dance, 
so 
lie 
was 
brought along. 
I 
About 10 o’clock 
he 
complained 
that lie was not feeling well and tin* 
doctor took him upstairs and gave 
him treatment. 
He came downstairs 
and resumed dancing. 
Shortly after­ 
ward lie collapsed and was carried 
off the floor. 
He was probably dead 
then, but the dancers were told that 
he was merely a little ill, and the 
dance went on. 
He was carried away 
in a coffin the next day. 
Too much 
strain 
on 
a 
weak heart probably 
caused 
his 
death. 
Vital statistics 
show an enormous increase in the 
number of deaths by heart failure, for 
which the dance may be responsi­ 
ble.

Story of Slashed Painting. 
visiting Englishman tells an in­ 
teresting story about the Velasquez 
painting 
in 
the National Museum 
which was slashed by a suffragette. 
It will be recalled that it was bought 
by popular subscription for more than 
a quarter of a million dollars and pre­ 
sented to the nation. 
This 
Englishman 
tells 
me 
the 
value of the painting is hardly worth 
worrying about, although there is no 
doubt it cost the subscribers to tho 
popular fund all that has ben stated. 
He says the painting 
was 
bought 
some time ago by an English dealer 
for about $15,000. 
It was then what 
is called a studio piece—hardly more 
than a sketch. 
The principal figure 
was completed, but that was all. This 
dealer got some painter to put in the 
background, including the figure of 
the cupid holding the 
mirror 
and 
connoisseurs who have examined it 
say there is every evidence to the 
expert eye that they are modern. 
Then he started a press campaign 
to sell it. 
He got the sympathy of a 
lot of well known Englishmen and 
women—some of them by argument 
and some by the judicious distribu­ 
tion of gifts. 
Then he started the 
story that that universal bogy of the 
art world, “an American millionaire.” 
was after the painting and that it 
would be lost to England forever if 
someone did not step in and buy it 
for the National Gallery. 
Promptly a public subscription was 
started to raise half a million dol­ 
lars. 
When it had got a little beyond 
a quarter of a million dollars it lan­ 
guished. 
But this was much more 
than the art dealer could have ex­ 
pected for a painting which had cost 
him $15,000 originally and with the 
work of painting in the background 
and the distribution of gifts in con-

We chose the Bourbon Red 
tur­ 
keys, and they have proved most sat­ 
isfactory in their domestic and non­ 
wandering qualities. 
Probably the White Holland or the 
Buff turkeys would have answered 
our purpose equally well. 
The Mammoth Bronze would not 
have done for us at all, for they are 
determined to wander and must 
be 
looked up and brought home after 
four 
o'clock 
every 
afternoon 
or 
Madame Turkey will sit down in the 
field with her brood, and perhaps be­ 
come a prey to foxes before morn­ 
ing. 
The male Reds are a dark brown­ 
ish or chestnut red in color, with 
white wings, and usually white feath­ 
ers .in the tail. 
The females are the 
same except a little lighter. 
They are prolific layers, our flock 
of eight hen turkeys last season laid 
400 eggs. 
They are fine fowl, the 
flesh being fine-grained, tender, plump 
and yellow.

They are of the best size for trade, 
averaging IO to 14 pounds 
dressed. 
Few' families now care for 18 and 20 
pound birds. 
The little poults are tender, and 
must be carefully tended for 
the 
first two months. 
The prepared chick food are a boon 
to the turkey-raiser as well as 
the 
chick grower, and make an excellent 
food until, the little ones are large 
enough to eat wheat. 
Wheat-milk just dipped in milk and 
squeezed dry is a good food. 
Feed 
plenty of grit, oyster shells, old plas­ 
tering, if you have it, charcoal and 
fresh water. 
Green stuff they must 
have. 
Dandelion and onion tops, and let­ 
tuce are all good and seem to act aa 
• a tonic. 
Keep the little fellows out of the 
rain and damp, keep them free from 
lice, and do not overfeed, and they 
will grow' and thrive. 
A very few' lice will speedily kill 
little turks. 
Dust them with Persian 
insect powder, and if you see and 
head lice, put just a little vaseline or 
sweet cream on the heads.
